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America has by far the best news coverage in the world. Our press and radio, however, must concentrate on high-speed dispatches, often omitting the great spiritual factors which motivate the 
news. And unfortunately much reporting is under the pressures of narrcw provincialism and our traditional prejudices. Thus rolitical fanaticism and self-defeating military extremism frequently 
threaten to displace sound democratic practice and a rational defense system. Between The Lines seeks to provide greater insight by presenting selected reports, research analyses, and forecasts 
drawn from the most authoritative sources. This effort is dedicated to the belief that only through the Judaic-Christian concepts of truth can we avcid the violent changes inherent in war and in 
communism and thus move forward out of the tribalism of man towards the brotherhood of the Kingdom of God. Anything less will be dangerously inadequate in the nuclear age. 





“What Can I Do?”’ 


The UN has encouraged hun- 
dreds of men and women to leave 
retirement to take overseas jobs as 
technicians and administrators. They 
serve as engineers, medical and 
farming specialists and financial and 
industrial experts. Many retired 
teachers serve on literacy projects. 
The luring of specialists out of re- 
tirement was started as an experi- 
ment in the UN Technical Assist- 
ance Program. It has become an 
accepted feature of the overseas aid 
program operated under the UN 
and its agencies. 


More than 8500 people have been 
sent overseas for technical assist- 
ance assignments. Since the jobs 
are usually for only a year, they do 
not attract younger people. Turkish 
authorities had a refinery at Batman 
that needed an experienced oil en- 
gineer to direct their young staff of 
graduates. A retired Texas oil man 
was sent. He was 68 years of age 
with good health and energy. He 
left friends, pleasant surroundings 
and a family of four children and 
nine grandchildren for desert coun- 
try where the temperature reaches 
135 degrees in the summer and 
drops to freezing during the winter. 
The UN plans did not call for his 
wife to go along, but she went any- 
way since she discovered that her 
experience as a nurse would enable 
her to help Turkish mothers. 


The World Health Organization 
(WHO) has enlisted the help of 
many retired people. A 65 year old 
metallurgist was assigned to malaria 
areas of South America. A 70 year 
old housing expert is advising Ice- 
land on low cost dwellings. A 65 
year old social worker has gone to 
Turkey, and a 75 year old finance 
expert is helping the Libyan Gov- 
ernment set up a school in public 
administration. Many of these ex- 
perts take up the overseas assign- 
ments after having tried a retired 
life; they discovered that they pre- 
fer to work, especially when they 
can work in a stimulating new en- 
vironment. Often they make it pos- 
sible to extend these programs far 
beyond original plans.

HEN THE ANGELS SANG over the hills of Bethlehem nearly 

2,000 years ago, peace and goodwill was the central theme of their 
song. Jesus was not hailed as the Prince of the Mighty, the Prince of the 
Crown Jewels or the Prince of the Realm — as other new-born princes 
have usually been hailed. He was called, simply, Prince of Peace. There 
was divine insight in this, for God saw that as man’s capacities grew, 
peace was to be the greatest issue of life. 


THIS CHRISTMAS SEASON finds us approaching some great 
apex in history. Max Born, one of the founders of modern physics, has 
recently described humanity as moving into a mounting climax of “geo- 
metric progression in scientific inventiveness” — while we are still pos- 
sessed of all our historic prejudices, hates and fears....a climax that 
will either hurl us over the abyss or lift us out into a moral and spiritual 
rebirth. It will have to be one or the other. (Bulletin of the Atomic Scien- 
tists, August.) 


WAR, THE EMBODIMENT of our prejudices, hates and fears, 
has become all consuming in its destructiveness and in its cost. Once, 
the pastime of tribal chiefs and the sport of kings, war is now reaching 
the final stages of its apocalyptic sweep. Thus Christmas has a very special 
meaning for 1960. Peace is now the overwhelming issue of humanity and 
will be until we have bridged this crisis and this era. 


X-Ray and Foreeast 


HE AMERICAN PEOPLE HAVE BEEN WARNED that they will 

have to live underground if the atomic arms race continues — pre- 
dicted a research survey headed by such noted scientists as Dr. Har- 
rison Brown of the Calif. Institute of Technology and others, and 
conducted under the auspices of the Center for the Study of Democratic 
Institutions, Santa Barbara, California. (Sponsored by the Ford Foun- 
dation’s Fund for the Republic.) Other even more important facts that 
are generally being ignored or suppressed were revealed by this survey. 


EMPHASIS was given to the existence in Washington of a “power 
elite” made up of top military men and their political colleagues in Con- 
gress who, the report charges, make up by far the most powerful factor 
in our national life. They have at their command over $45 billion a year 
to spend on defense which alone makes them the predominant influence 
in public affairs, in Congress and in our nation’s industrial life. They have 
pushed aside the more moderate military voices in the Pentagon and rule 
our military establishments with the theme that “nothing has changed in 
Russia” and the “war is inevitable’ — which is contrary to many known 
facts and to the views of our leading experts on Soviet affairs. 


THE SDI STUDY declares: “Were the State Dept. to negotiate 
successfully an arms control agreement with the Soviet Union.... the 
pressure which this group would put on the Senate would mean its 
ultimate defeat in the Senate. There is little doubt therefore that the 
armed services exert more control in the Congress than any other group.” 
In other words, the power of the military extremists in the Pentagon is 
now so great that disarmament has become an impossibility! 


THIS AUTHORITATIVE REPORT furthermore points out that 
there is more danger of war being launched on this side of the Iron Cur- 
tain than in Russia because the Kremlin has a unified command, tightly 
controlled at the top. Nothing can be done except by the permission and 
under the orders of the high Soviet authority. With our divided command, 
however, anyone in the higher echelons of the U. S. military could now 
command an atomic attack. The American public still believes the Pres- 


ident must give the command to start an atomic war, but this was only

true when our atomic forces consisted only of atomic bombs. Now that 
atomic weapons of all descriptions and sizes have been thoroughly in- 
tegrated in all our branches of service, most of our military commanders 
have atomic weapons at their disposal and could fire them just as they 
could fire artillery pieces if they felt the situation warranted it. 


MERICA WILL LIVE UNDERGROUND if the present all-out 
A ative towards atomic war is permitted to continue, according to the 
SDI report. “Plans for atomic bomb shelters on a... . nationwide scale 

. are in the blueprint stage in the Pentagon,” waiting for the moment 
a reluctant public can be brought around to accept the prospect of in- 
evitable war. Once the public accepts atomic shelters, warns the report, 
strong pressures will be organized to push the development of under- 
ground industrial facilities, water and food storage and industrial pro- 
duction. “These steps have all been thoroughly planned — for whole 
cities to be built underground.” We will become “a cave civilization.” 


THE POWER OF MODERN NUCLEAR WEAPONS are 
described in this analysis in such a way as to reduce to an absurdity the 
civilian shelter defense program —so highly favored by the cement, 
steel and construction industries. In our present state of preparedness, 
a “minimal” nuclear attack primarily directed against American retalia- 
tory air and missile bases could annihilate almost a third of the popula- 
tion of the U. S. (Approximately 60 million.) One ten-megaton bomb 
exploded over downtown Los Angeles, for example, would blast to ex- 
tinction “virtually all but the most deeply sheltered living things within 
a radius of five miles” and cause a roasting, suffocating firestorm for 25 
miles out. “Eventually, most human life will be underground. confronted 
by arsenals capable of destroying all life over the land areas of the earth. 
Deep under the ground people will be relatively safe — at least until such 
time as we learn how to make explosives capable of pulverizing the earth 
to great depths.” (If our civilization goes underground, scientists warn 
that “penetration weapons” can be developed rather readily.) 

THIS REPORT SUMMARIZES by asking: Should not the 
entire war system be ruled out as too dangerous and obsolete to be re- 
tained in this day of unlimited power? Since it is known that this question 
is also the predominant concern of the Kremlin, should not the U. S. take 
the lead in declaring its intention of abandoning war and war preparations 
as a national policy? Many leading historians and observers believe this 
move would prompt such favorable worldwide response that Russia would 
be forced to cooperate, once the U. S. took the lead. In fact, the Soviet 
proposals for disarmament have gone far towards this end but they have 
hedged at so many points that the field still remains clear for a U. S. 


initiative. The SDI survey indicates that this is our last chance to lead. 


Most newspapers, which play up everything that can be fanned into fear and hatred, 
ignored or buried news about the SDI report, since it clashed with many editorial opinions 
and interests. Full reports on it can be found, however, in the N. Y. Herald Tribune and the 
N. Y. Times on Oct. 17. We give it considerable space here because it was so inadequately 
covered elsewhere throughout the nation. Our readers will also recognize that this Newsletter 
has published many of these findings previously as similar data has been made available. 


THE WAY THEY DO IT 


FURTHER example of the way the American people are being 
A conditioned for atomic war is in the general impression (deliberately 
promoted) that the Soviet has been cheating on the moratorium on atomic 
tests — without any evidence whatever to sustain the accusation. Several 
high defense officials and members of the Atomic Energy Commission 
(who favor renewing the atomic tests —no matter what hopeful changes 
may be taking place in the Soviet Union) have stated that in their judg- 
ment Russia has been continuing atomic tests. 

BUT ANOTHER HIGH DEFENSE DEPT. OFFICIAL who is 
not an extremist has publicly stated that “there is no evidence whatever 
that such a violation of the volunteer test ban has taken place in the 
U.S.S.R.” This official pointed to the fact that the U. S. maintains a secret 
global atomic patrol system which has detected all principal atomic ex- 
plosions in the U.S.S.R. over the years. This system has now been sup- 
plemented by the worldwide seismic-detection network operated by the 
U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey. Said the defense officials, “It can be 
Stated with almost absolute certainty that the Soviet has not conducted 
any tests in the atmosphere, since such tests produce radioactive debris 
that could be readily detected by ground or airborne instruments. . . . Thus 
far there is no evidence, even circumstantial, obtained from any source, 
that the Soviet has carried out clandestine tests in the last two years.” 
(N. Y. Times, Oct. 29.) Yet the politicians, columnists and broadcasters, 
who have whipped up these fears about Russian testing, have ignored 
these statements by a high defense official who found it preferable to 
remain anonymous. 


One of the recent earth tremors in Russia which has been used by alarmists as grounds 
for believing Soviet tests ere continuing, was later proved to be a large earthquake in the 
Kamchatka Peninsula off Siberia. The fact that the disturbance was 21 miles deep in the 
earth ruled out the possibility that there had been a secret explosion. (Washington Post, Nov. 3.)

Medical Survey — and Salute to the AMA 


The American Medical Association has started a publicity cam- 
paign, through medical and health journals, to expose the irresponsible 
advertising that fills the press and radio-TV about vitamins, laxatives and 
aspirin. It is also seeking to discourage the public from wasting money 
on useless devices, gadgets and cure-alls, including chairs that are sup- 
posed to rock and vibrate you into health, food fads that perpetuate youth, 
and other quackery. 

The AMA has discovered that the average family pays out $18 a 
month for highly advertised patent drugs — and gets little for its money. 
About $350 million is spent annually for vitamins — much of which is 


wasted. The money could better be 
used for food since an adequate diet 
contains the needed vitamins. Some 
$148 million a year is spent on lax- 
atives when a corrected diet can 
bring permanent relief. Millions 
have become addicted to harmful 
and unnatural elimination aids 
through deceptive and vicious ad- 
vertising. The $68 million spent 
annually on aspirin represents the 
misuse of a valuable drug and the 
neglect of illnesses that should be 
corrected by a capable physician. 
The AMA, in publicizing all such 
vital information, wishes to educate 
the public on these matters, but it 
is urging physicians to go easy on 
the patients’ pocketbooks by sug- 
gesting that doctors prescribe fewer 
high priced drugs, substituting lower 
cost drugs which are not boosted 
several times in price through use 
of trade names and special packag- 
ing by the drug corporations. (Sec 
BTL, March 1.) 


This is a new departure for the 
AMA which has been slow to urge 
medical reform. But pressure has 
been building up because of the 
testimony of many eminent medical 
scientists about the abuses in the 
drug field. An authority on anti- 
biotics testified recently before a 
Senate committee that drug manu- 
facturers were confusing physicians, 
as well as the public, with elaborate 
and misleading advertising about 
their products. Dr. H. F. Dowling of 
the Univ. of Illinois College of Med- 
icine, a member of the AMA Coun- 
cil on Drugs, advocates a law for 
stricter control of drug advertising. 


“The physician needs the facts 
and not a sales speech,” stated Dr. 
Dowling before the Senate Anti- 
trust and Monopoly Subcommittee. 
“Because information and mistakes 
about drugs can affect health and 
life, advertising of these drugs can 
not be allowed to fall to the level 
of other advertising.” Dr, Dowling 
testified that it was neither neces- 
sary nor desirabie for the drug com- 
panies to spend millions in selling 
doctors on their special brand prod- 
ucts, “which are nothing more than 
the ordinary chemicals provided for 
medical prescriptions retouched and 
promoted under special trade names 
to keep the doctor from buying the 
regular product.” 

The claim that these drugs need 
to be publicized to help doctors 
know more about them is false, 


according to Dr. Dowling. “When 
a drug is really new, information 
about it spreads rapidly among 
members of the profession and in 
articles in medical journals.” 

Another noted medical scientist, 
Dr. F. L. Meleney, former head of 
Columbia Univ. Bacteriological Re- 
search Laboratory, testified that the 
drug industry even by-passes non- 
patented antibiotic drugs that are of 
proved value, to promote name 
types that are of less value but in 
which the companies can develop 
a profitable monopoly. In many 
cases, Dr. Meleney said, the trade- 
name drugs are less effective and 
often considerably more dangerous 
than the proper drug that should be 
used in a prescription. 


The only answer the drug com- 
panies seem to have for these 
charges is to put more men in the 
field, to spend more money in more 
deceptive and expensive publicity — 
money that must be added to the 
cost of drugs needed by the sick. 
The New York Times reported on 
October 4 that doctors’ offices are 
being visited by increasing numbers 
of the “detail men” every day, sent 
out by the pharmaceutical industry 
to sell their brand-name products. 
There are 5,000 now so engaged, 
and with cynical indifference the 
drug companies have announced 
their intention to raise the number 
to 10,000 soon. Will laws have to 
be passed to curb such methods? 
Freedom of enterprise in our econ- 
omy is being destroyed — not by 
Communists or Socialists but by 
business management itself when it 
tails to meet the moral obligation 
which a free society requires for 
its existence. 


The Health Hucksters.... 

...1s the title of a recent book 
by Ralph Lee Smith (publ. by 
Crowell.) It provides the facts and 
figures on the patent medicine in- 
dustry, based on testimony before 
the Kefauver Committee; on fraud 
orders of the Post Office Dept.; on 
stipulations, agreements and cease- 
and-desist orders of the Federal 
Trade Commission; on archives of 
the National Better Business Bureau.

NOTHER INSTANCE THAT REVEALS how the public mind is 

subjected to control: In the recent campaign neither candidate was 
permitted to touch the issue which opinion polls had discovered to be the 
one single greatest concern of the voter — disarmament. 


SEVERAL OPINION RESEARCH GROUPS found that a deep- 
seated fear of atomic war has indeed become paramount in the public 
mind. (This is found to be true of approximately 90 per cent of the 
women and 70 per cent of the men voters.) Moreover, one of the most 
highly regarded research organizations, the Motivation Research Bureau, 
which stood alone in forecasting Truman’s victory over Dewey in °48, 
uncovered overwhelming evidence that, if either candidate in the last 
election had come up with a plan for disarmament — along with adequate 
ideas for turning our economy away from war to peace — he would have 
received sweeping public support. Yet neither candidate even touched 
the issue. Why? 


It is widely known that both candidates felt strongly on this ques- 
tion but were dissuaded by their party bosses from discussing disarmament. 
Neither candidate could stand against the organized pressures of the Amer- 
ican Legion, the aircraft and missile associations which maintain powerful 
lobbies in Washington, and other great defense industries. Therefore, the 
candidates dared not consider the deepest concerns of the people — be- 
cause of the power blocs in Washington. Who threatens American freedom? 


COEXISTENCE DRIVE TO BE RENEWED 


HILE it is too early for dependable news from the international 

Communist Summit Conference (which gathered in Moscow to 
celebrate the 43rd anniversary of the Bolshevik revolution), every sign 
indicates a victory for the moderate elements in the Kremlin dictatorship, 
headed by Khrushchev, who have preached coexistence with the capital- 
ist West. 


FOR SEVERAL YEARS this debate — whether war was neces- 
sary to win worldwide Communist domination — has surged through 
the ranks of the Red international dictatorships. Khrushchev has been 
plain spoken: Before the atomic missile age, the Marxists were correct 
in anticipating decisive military clashes between Communist states and 
the capitalist powers. But with the coming of hydrogen worfare, the 
Communist achievements, already vast, are as much endangered by war 
as are those of the capitalists. Since capitalism is doomed to wither away 
anyway (according to Marxist teachings), atomic war must be avoided... . 
So run the arguments of the Kremlin moderates under Khrushchev. 


THERE ARE MANY REASONS to believe that a new and in- 
tensified drive for disarmament and coexistence will be launched by the 
Kremlin during the coming spring months. Premier Chou En-lai of Red 
China spoke forcefully from Peking for coexistence while the Moscow 
Summit Conference was still going on. So have the Premier of Poland 
and other satellite leaders. The war fever in the U. S. will certainly be 
somewhat curbed and damped by these moves. Meanwhile, the economic 
phases of the cold war will soon hit the U. S. much harder than they 
have as yet. When these jolts come —the reality of the situation will 
certainly penetrate the minds of those who are now enveloped in the 
belief that the threat of communism is almost entirely military.

-+-.is a billion-dollar industry in 
America today.” And he concludes, 
“Advertising through mass commun- 
ications cannot be adequately con- 
trolled by the existing machinery 
for law enforcement” — because of 
divided responsibilities, limited pow- 
ers, lack of unified planning, slow- 
motion action. He outlines a pro- 
gram to remedy the situation 
through strengthening the Federal 
Trade Commission and the Federal 
Drug Administration. “The way 
forward is through your Congress- 


man.” Ask your library for this

to the public. 


Medical Education 


More will be heard from the 
campaign proposals that the Federal 
Government underwrite at least part 
of the cost of building new and en- 
larged medical schools and the cost 
of medical training for students. 
For years the U. S. has suffered 
from a shortage of doctors, largely 
due to the obstructionist policy of 
the American Medical Assn. Al- 
though doctors themselves have con- 
tributed about $4 million through 
the AMA towards enlarged medical 
schools and medical training pro- 
grams, this has only been a drop in 
the bucket. It has long been evident

that only large scale Federal aid 
could meet this need. 


Approximately the same number 
of doctors (7400) are being gradu- 
ated each year in this country as 
were graduated 30 years ago, when 
the population was about half what 
it is today. In 1931, there were 
112,000 doctors in general practice; 
today there are 82,000. (This is due 
in part to the emphasis on more 
lucrative specialization.) In 1909 
there was one doctor to 568 per- 
sons; today there is one doctor to 
709 persons. Even to maintain the 
present ratio of doctors to popula- 
tion, we will have to graduate 3600 
more doctors annually —in short, 
to increase the number of medical 
school graduates 50 per cent. There 
is no possibility that this can be 
done without Federal aid. 


By contrast, in the Soviet Union 
today, two and three times more 
doctors are being graduated each 
year than in the U. S. The Russians 
have openly boasted of their plans 
to send whole battalions of doctors 
into Asia, Africa and Latin Amer- 
ica. By that time, at our present 
pace, the U. S. will not have enough 
doctors for our own needs. 


Medical men estimate that at 
least $100 million will be needed to 
enlarge present medical training 
facilities in the U. S. and to provide 
scholarships for able students who 


are unable to finance medical edu- 
cations. Fer further details on the crisis in 
medical training, see the October Harpers 
Magazine. 


Some startling facts about the making of the first atom bomb and 


the first use of the bomb are now told in a new book. The volume also 
records the hopes and expectations of the scientists, the final betrayal of 
their confidence by U. S. political military leadership. The whole anguish- 
ing record can be found in Brighter Than A Thousand Suns by Robert 
Jungk (Harcourt Brace). 


Subtitled “A Personal History of The Atomic Scientists,” the book 
describes in non-technical language the discoveries resulting in the pro- 
duction, use and improvement of the atomic bomb. It tells how the early 
investigators working shortly after World War I had no thought of military 


weapons. They were just fascinated 
by the secret of the universe. Later, 
when the U. S. scientists envisioned 
the bomb, they were assured by 
U. S. Government officials that 
there was no intention of using 
the new bomb in warfare. It was 
merely to serve as a deterrent in 
case the Germans developed a sim- 
ilar weapon. 

When it became known that Ger- 
many was not working on an atom- 
ic bomb, many scientists wished to 
devote their nuclear research to 
non-military objectives, but U. S. 
military and political leadership 
commandeered their services under 
wartime pressures and over 150,000 
people were consumed in strenuous 
efforts to produce the first atomic 
bombs. When scientists began to 
question its use in World War II — 


since neither the Germans nor Jap- 
anese had it—their protests and 
anxieties were brushed aside. 

“Gen. Groves (chief of all war- 
time atomic bomb research and pro- 
duction) did not even trouble to 
discuss the idea with them. In his 
views their concerns were too silly 
to consider....Groves gave the 
impression of being obsessed by one 
intense fear that the war would be 
finished before the bomb could be 
used,” reports the author. 

The secrecy surrounding the proj- 
ect was responsible for much of 
the inadequate consideration given 
to the question as to whether the 
bomb should be used or not. Those 
involved in this decision have later 
confessed to their inadequate knowl- 


edge of the situation involved:

e The small group of scientists 
who shared in the decision were not 
even told that the Japanese were 
trying to surrender. (It is now a 
matter of historical record that the 
Japanese Emperor had made earnest 
efforts to arrange a surrender.) 

e The State Dept. officials who 
knew the Japanese wanted peace 
were unaware of the plans to use 
the bomb! 


Albert Einstein, who had first 
reported to the U. S. Government 
the possibility that the Nazis might 
be working on a uranium weapon, 
repeatedly expressed his confidence 
that our Government would have 
sufficient true wisdom and humanity 
not to misuse the power. “But six 
years later the first atom bomb was 
employed against Japan, a country 
on the verge of surrender. Einstein 
felt that both he, himself, and the 
atomic scientists who had worked 
on the construction of the weapon 
had been betrayed.” Jungk pictures 
the varied reactions of the scientists 
to the moral dilemma they faced. 
“Remorse, cowardice and courage 
are all intermingled.” He describes 
the unsuccessful efforts of the scien- 
tists to persuade the Government to 
consider more carefully the long 
range effects of developing atomic 
weapons. Then he describes the 
pressures put upon them to continue 
their work for the Government in 
furthering the very instrumentalities 
of destruction which they wished to 
curtail. 

The book compels a facing up to 
the questions of the future: In view 
of the tragic misuse of the bomb 
on the Japanese cities, can we be- 
lieve that the atomic weapons of 
the future will only be used in retal- 
iation — and as a deterrent? Are 
there any grounds for hope that our 
national policy will be influenced in 
the future by moral or ethical con- 
sideration? How can accidental war 
be prevented? When many nations 
have atomic weapons. what will pre- 
vent one from attacking the other 
without revealing its identity? When 
Polaris submarines are submerged 
in the seven seas, how can a disarm- 
ament or inspection agreement be 
effective? In view of the vast amount 
of time, energy and finance being 
used in military preparations by 
business corporations, government 
departments and the armed services, 
what will keep all this from cul- 
minating in total world destruction 
when there are almost no forces, 
no official agencies to put on the 
brakes? 

All these questions are lifted be- 
fore the eyes of the reader in this 
summary of man’s epochal plunge 
into the atomic age. Or, as Jungk 
hints, it may not be an age but a 
brief era to end the age of man. 

Jungk cites the strange coinci- 
dence about the spot in the Pacific

where the first hydrogen bomb was 
exploded. It approximates the same 
longitude and latitude where Mel- 
ville’s Captain Ahab met his fate, 
the destruction he brought upon 
himself in his insane pursuit of 
Moby Dick, the white whale. 
(Brighter Than A Thousand Suns 
should be available in your public 
library.) 


Pilot Project 

An interracial church is a very 
difficult project to organize in long- 
established communities where prej- 
udices and fears are as old as the 
houses. But in certain burgeoning, 
changing areas in industrial centers, 
the interracial congregation often 
develops naturally and unselfcon- 
sciously — strange as this might 
seem to some. 

Rev. P. W. Simer of the Chicago 
suburban community of Markham 
found himself in just such a situa- 
tion. The older white churches in 
the area frowned upon the intrusion 
of Negro workers’ families, but Rev. 
Simer, while serving nearby congre- 
gations, saw the need for an inter- 
racial church in a community that 
was bound to have interracial citi- 
zenship. “Why shouldn’t we conse- 
crate ourselves and our congrega- 
tion to the task of setting up the 
kingdom of God along lines that 
are both in keeping with Christ's 
teaching and in keeping with the 
ideals of America?” 

The unique thing about the con- 
gregation at Markham is that it did 
not integrate — it simply grew from 
a fellowship where complexion just 
never was considered. Rev. Simer 
began by promoting study groups, 
forums, religious films. Presently 
he had a group meeting for worship 
on Sunday among neighbors, whose 
children met in the schoolyards and 
who saw no reason why 
shouldn't worship together. 

Whereas one church in Chicago 
has moved five times to escape color 
change, this church at Markham, 
the Christian Community Church, 
began without this particular prob- 
lem that divides the majority of the 
Christian churches today. This Com- 
munity Church now finds itself in 
the midst of an area which will soon 
have a greatly increased population 
—for it is adjacent to what are 
known (unfortunately enough) as 
“Negro” and “White” communities. 
Hence it might be facing many ten- 
sions, were the difficulties not being 
steadily reduced by the faith and 
influence of Rev. Simer’s 
growing congregation.

IT HAPPENED!

ILL all the dire predictions take place, now that the U. S. has its first 

Roman Catholic President? We can hardly do more than return to 
our analyses of Sept. 15, No Matter Who Wins, and of Oct. 1, Kennedy 
and the Church. We reviewed the extraordinary place which Kennedy 
has in the Roman Catholic galaxy, involving many facts several layers 
deeper than the issues discussed relative to our first Catholic President. 
To recap: 

e The President-elect did not have a parochial school education. 
In attending a prep school and university founded by Protestants (Choate 
and Harvard), he learned of the evil Popes as well as the saintly, of the 
Vatican’s shady political dealings and its alliances with tyrants, as well 
as its great contributions to mankind. So there is more than rumor to the 
reports that some of the Roman Catholic hierarchy find little comfort in 
Kennedy’s success. The church does not operate its extensive parochial 
school system for nothing! 

e Many Roman Catholics here and abroad are aware of the pres- 
ent conflicts between the scientific facts of modern life and Roman dog- 
ma; between modern research and the shattered claims of the Roman 
Church as the one and only true original Christian church. Archeologists 
and historians all know that the leading Christian churches in the first 
century were in Jerusalem, Antioch and Ephesis; in the second and third 
centuries, in Alexandria, Constantinople and other Mediterranean cities. 
There was a church in Rome all this time, but it was not as important in 
the early Christian world as the other above-named churches. It was not 
until the fourth century that the Bishop of Rome became a dominant 
figure, that the Hebrew-Greek Bible used by all the rest of the Christian 
churches was translated into Latin for the Roman Church. Thus the claim 
of the Roman Church as being the one church established by Christ 
as the sole possessor of truth and the only source of moral law just doesn’t 
stand examination in the light of the most basic historical facts. 


e Not only do not a few Catholics recognize this historical se- 
quence but many feel that the Roman Church must square itself and its 
dogma with history. Semi-secret conferences are being held between 
Protestant theologians and Roman Catholic scholars to reapproach the 
relationship of the divisions in the Christian church. Some of these have 
become known as “dialogues” and are appearing in published form. 
Therefore, there is a substantial movement within the Catholic Church 
to recognize the authenticity of the non-Catholic churches and thus to 
diminish the Roman claim to exclusive possession of divine truth and 
authority. Kennedy, in pledging independence from Vatican influence, 
presents a significant figure at a crucial moment in the church’s history. 

IT IS IN THE LIGHT of these developments that Kennedy’s 
relationship to the Vatican should be considered. In the declarations of 
his belief in the separation of church and state, which challenges the long- 
standing Catholic doctrine of the supremacy of the church over all things, 
including the state, and in his declaration that he would not permit him- 
self to be subjected to the dictation of ecclesiastic authority, Mr. Kennedy 
does not stand alone on an empty beachhead. And those who fear that, 
as President, he will be used by the hierarchy to drive wedges of power 
into the American political structure can be comforted that there are 
new, forceful wedges being driven into the power structure of Rome. 

THE ELECTION IN PUERTO RICO offers impressive evidence 
ot these widening trends. Most U. S. press reports suppressed or played 
down the extent by which the re-elected Governor Munoz Marin won his 
election victory in the face of the most outspoken political interference 
by the Roman Church in the Western world for a long time. Munoz got 
456,317 votes to only 51,072 for the candidate Salvador Perea of the 
Christian Action Party, backed by the Catholic Bishops. This is by far 
the largest majority Munoz had ever received. (Most U. S. press dispatches 
reported Munoz Marin’s majority alongside the combined total of 325,757 
for the other three candidates. The AP report from San Juan buried Perea’s 
small vote tally in the last paragraph!) 

THE HEART OF THE PUERTO RICAN CRISIS was the 
Bishops’ claim that the Roman Church was the sole authority for moral 
law and that any who voted for Munoz committed sin. Christians outside 
the Roman fold believe that only God is the source of moral law — and 
not man or even ecclesiastical organizations of men. Christians outside of 
Rome believe that only God can pronounce judgments on sin and that 
man cannot usurp God’s authority in an attempt to use the guilt of sin 
like a rod to punish little children. We reiterate that the influence of Mr. 
Kennedy on Rome may be much greater than the influence of Rome on 
America through Mr. Kennedy's Presidency. 
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
